Extension  printed  and  distributed  through  community  and  neighborhood 
Ica.dors  2^0,000  copies  of  illustrakcd  folder  on  fire  hazards,  and  of  fire  han- 
and  check  sheets,  and  20,000  copies  of  agreement  to  prevent  burning  of  wood- 
lands and  crop  residues.  Chock  sheet  and  agreement  carried  to  each  homo, 
where  leader  checked  fire  ha.zands  and  left  copy  with  family.  Member  of  family 
signed  agreement,  v/hich  leader  ret’orned  to  county  agent's  office  for  future

Uegro  v.^ork.-  More  emphasis  being  placed  on  livestock  as  cash  crop  to  help 
v/an  effort  and  also  to  offset  loss  of  manpower  to  work  usi’al  rovr  crops.  Plans 
made  to  grovi  adequate  feed  crops  and-  pastures  for  increased  livestock.  ITegro 
farmers  urged  to  increase  acreage  of  fresh  fruits  and'  vegetables  because  of 
rakioning  of  processed  fruits  and  vegetcubles.  Organizakion  of  farm  families 
on  community  and  neighborhood  ba.sis  continued.  Yhis  type  of  organizakion 
familiarizes  farmers  with  changes  in  procedures  and  helps  them  comply  with 
various  requirements.

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Farm  labor'.-  Extension’s  responsibilities  in  recruiting,  tradning,  and  place- 
ment of  farm  laioor  discussed  with  adl  members  of  stakf  in  tv/o  conferences, 
and  organizakion  for  undertalaing  job  proceeding  rapidl3u  Farm  management  spe- 
ciadist  heai,ds  program,  with  full-time  assistant.  I'ovr  v;orking  vfith  Stake  De- 
partment of  Education  on  plans  for  recruiting  j'-ouths  in  the,  139  high  schools 
of  Stake  a*,s  Victory  Farm  Volunteers.  Private  secondary  schools  will  also  be 
included,  contact  being  made  by  Extension.  In  each  countj^  one  stakf  member 
will  be  responsible  for  7YV  program,  and  work  v.dth  school  supervisors  and 
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principals.  One  phase  of  la.hor  pfograin  is  training  of  women  for  farm  work. 
Training  in  dairy  farm,  poultry  fam,  aoid  dairy  plant  work  "being  given  al  Uni- 
versity. Vegeta.hlo  and  fruit  work  will  "be  a.ddod  in  April.  Course  opened 
T'e'bruary  15  with  12  women,  of  vmom  11  finished  and  were  given  certificales. 

All  a-vallahle  as  farm  hands  ha.ve  "been  placed.  Several  vromen  returned  to  fanms 
vfiich  they  ovm  or  v^ant  to  develop  for  food  production  during  war  emergency. 

War  Garden  Ueek.-  Week  of  March  1 proclaimed  "by  Governor  a.s  "War  Ganden  Week." 
Planting  of  gardens  and  home  prescrvalion  of  food  urged.  Proclamation  launched 
Home  Pood  Supply  for  Victory  campaign,  carried  on  in  counties  "by  hone  demon- 
stration agents,  assisted  "by  nutrition  committees  and  neighhorhood  leaders. 
House-to-house  canvass  will  sign  up  women  for  canning  program  and  also  ascer- 
tain who  wonts  a garden  plov/ed,  \ifants  canning  demonstrations,  or  needs  can- 
ning equipment.  Canning  goals  set  at  50  quarts  canned  vegetables  and  35 
quarts  fruit  for  each  mem'ber  of  family. 

Machinery  and  equipment.-  Working  v/ith  State  Defense  Council,  extension  en- 
gineer has  conferred  vrith  ice  cream  manufacturers  on  converting  their  equip- 
ment to  freezing  and  storing  of  food  products.  Several  manufacturers  are 
interested. 

Tests  completed  on  use  of  home  dehydrator,  heated  with  electric  light  "bul'bs; 
can  "be  constructed  at  moderate  cost  and  will  successful!;;"  dehydrate  variety 
of  products.  Dehydralor  given  radio  and  nev;spapcr  publicity  and  construction 
plans  offered.  One  lumber  com.pany  and  several  electric  light  companies  plan- 
ning m-nnufanture  for  saAo.  Tv/o  Stake  institutions  will  build  largo  units  for 
ovm  use. 

4-H  Clubs  buy' bomber.-  Arrangemo'nts  cleaned  with  Treasury  Department  for 
"buy-a.-boraber"  campaign  among  club  members.  Their  purchases  of  war  bonds  will 
be  recorded  by  leaders  and  ak  end  of  year  totaA  amount  will  be  reported.  De- 
pending on  this  amount,  the  clubs  v^ill  "buy"  light  bomber,  medium  bomber,  or 
Flying,  Fortress,  and  Trca.sury  officiaAs  stake  thak  "Connecticut  4— H Clubs" 
vrill  be  stenciled  on  plane  before  it  laa.ves  faptor;^.

District  conferences.-  Labor  training  program,  wartime  4-H  Club  program,  and 
plans  for  Victory  Ga.rdens  discussed  xmth  extension  agents  a„t  scries  of  dis- 
trict conferences  in  February.  Labor  program  includes  recruitment  and  train- 
ing of  urban  youth  and  labor  from  other  sources,  and  cooperation  with 
interested  agencies.  4-H  program  deals  with  wartime  production  and  la.bor 
needs.  Garden  program,  organized  through  neighborhood  lea.ders,  will  bo  de- 
signed to  meet  food  requirements  xmder  wantime  restrictions. 

Vlar  production  problems.-  In  cooperation  with  BAE  and  Exqxerimcnt  Station, 
arrangements  made  for  work  in  six  coxmties  to  obtain  information  on  war 
production  problems  from  ropresentatix’-e  fanners  and  ranchers..  Discussion.., 
meetings  hold  in  two  coxmties  to  obtain  similar  information  from  larger  groups 
of  farm  people.

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Farm  labor Seriousness  of  problem  has  called  for  more  intensive  program 
just  being  launched.  Extension's  responsibilities  include  mobilization  cam-

■wastage  of  materials,  damage  to  equipment,  and  accidents  to  persons;  provide 
farm  conditions  more  favorable  to  saving  labor  and  using  it  efficiently;  en- 
courage greater  neighborhood  cooperation  in  exchanging  labor  and  sharing 
equipment;  make  work  on  farm  easier  and  more  productive  through  application 
of  principles  of  motion  economy. 

Marketing  fruits  and  vegetables.-  State-wide  conference  of  representative 
producers,  consumers,  wholesalers,  and  retailers  met  Y/ith  college  specialists 
to  consider  problems  in  distributing  fruits  and  vegetables.  Attention  given 
to  grades  and  stando.rds , labor  shortages,  containers,  production  goals,  price - 
ceilings.  State  War  Council  will  bo  requested  to  sot  up  depots  for  receiving 
and  distributing  used  containers,  boxes,  baskets,  burlap  rnd  cotton  bags,  and 
to  work  out  plan  for  salvaging  usablo  conto.incrs  in  Army  comps.  Extension  will 
toko  lead  in  keeping  producers  end  trade  fully  informed  and  vfill  urge  farmers 
to  purchase  both  now  and  old  containers  as  early  as  possible.  Some  chonges 
in  grades  vj-ill  probably  bo  co.lled  for,  to  eliminate  certain  fancy  grades  not 
closely  related  to  nutritive  values.  More  educational  work  necessary  to 
break  do-v'm  consianor  prejudice  agoinst  topped  vegetables.  Sa.ving  to  bo  made  by 
keeping  bulky  tops  on  farm  is  considerable. 

Victory  Gardens.-  Public  interest  ovonwhclming . Organization  county  and  ci-ty 
garden  councils  proceeding  ra.didly.  Extension  has  alrea.dy  begun  training 
schools  for  both  urban  and  rural  garden  loaders.  Detail  presented  ■will  vary 
vYith  needs  of  different  groups.  Instruction  to  bo  timed  to  meet  seasonal  needs. 

Soil  conservation.-  Short,  intensive  drive  being  made  to  encourage  contour 
planting  in  areas  iwhere  it  is  a factor  in  yield,  and  to  stimulate  draining  of 
wet  spots  in  otherwise  good  fields. 

Protein  feed.-  Feed  m'anuf acturers  and  dealers  cooperating  in  program  to  con- 
serve short  supplies  protein  feeds.  County  agents  ■V'.dll  sponsor  meetings  of 
coun-by  feed  dealers  to  give  them  latest  college  recoim-aendations . 

Her chant- consumer  conferences .-  Conferences  held  many  counties  to  discuss 
store  services  in  wartime,  promote  better  understanding  bet'ween  homomexlcers , 
producers,  and  merchants. 

Point  rationing.-  Extension  reprGsento.tives  ha.VG  met  -with  several  groups 
whore  point  rationing  system  has  been  explained  to  "explainers”  who  vdll  Y.nrk 
in  stores  to  assist  homemakers  writh  shopping.  Home  demonstration  agents  end 
county  nutrition  loaders  teach  nutrition  in  relation  to  point  rationing  system, 
help  homemakers  to  shop  wisely  and  get  most  food  value  from  money  and  ration- 
points.

mittees« Orderly  procedure  developed  for  farmers  to  file  a.ppeals , resulting 
in-  correction  of  many  difficulties  o.rising  from  original  erroneous  procedure o 

Farm  labor.-  In  cooperation  with  USES  .anid  Selective  Service,  cooperative 
farm  labor  pla.ns  worked  out  for  1943.  Extension  ¥fill  provide  current  infor- 
mation,on  acrea.ge  and  volume  of  production  of  va.rious  crops  requiring 
seasonal  la.bor.  County  agents  vrlll  serve  as  secretaries  of  county  farm 
labor  committees,  and  Extension,  through  its  farm  labor  project  loader,  v/ill 
assist  these  committees  in  meeting  local  l.abor  problems.  Committees  vj-ill 
play  importajit  part  in  recruitment,  tro.ining,  and  placement  of  nonfarm 
youth  for  summer  work  on  farms . 

Home  demonstration  agents.-  Agents  in  15  counties  instructed  homemakers  in 
care  and  repadr  of  clothing,  care  an,d  repair  of  equipment,  recreation,  nutri- 
tion, and  family  food  supply.  They  hold  43  loader-training  mootings,  with 
a.ttondance  of  869.  Those  loaders,  in  turn,  conducted  968  meetings,  vaith  total 
attendance  of  11,510.

Dairy Dairyman’s  score  card,  designed  t - help  agents  in  an^'.lyzing  dairyman’s 
set-up  ^nd  determining  wo^.knessGs  and  progress,  explained  to  group  meetings 
of  agents  in  6 extension  districts.  Specialist  made  radio  talks  and  nre- 
pared  press  releases  on  grazing  whea.t  or  oats  as  means  of  relieving  shortage 
of  protein  supplement  foods . 

Cattle  grub  control.-  Control  through  use  of  cube-sulfur  pushed  vigorously. 
Domonstrotirns  of  three  methods  of  application  given  in  28  counties. 

Farm  records  and  income  tax.-  Explanatory  matter  pertaining  to  income  returns 
by  farmers  and  ranchnicn  prepared  and  m^de  available  to  farm  frojuilios.  Impor- 
tance of  fa.rm  records  emphasized  at  round-table  discussions  with  small  groups 
of  county  agents.

Five  mea.t  curing  and  storage  demonstra.tibns 
conducted  five  communities  Smith  County,  with  total  51  Negro  fanmers  talcing

4°H  Clubs,-  All  counties  urged  to  promote  orr;aniz^tion  of  clubs,  with  omnhasis- 
on  food-producing  projects.
